One of the best recommendations 
for gymnastic dancing as an instru- 
ment to physical upbuilding is the ab- 
solute relaxation it af®ords through 
its feature of enjoyment, which does 
away with all self-conscilousness, even 
of the exercise embodied in it. With 
self-consciousness eliminated, self- 
control is thus encouraged, and fur- 
ther benefits are a better circulation, 
correct and thus more graceful posi- 
tion and carriage of the body, proper 
breathing, vigor, strength, freedom 
from many kinds of headache and a 
“sood time” mentally as well as phys- 
ically. 

It has nothing of the restrictions of 
the measured “exercises” common. to 
the gymnasium, and its worth to 
women, especially those with “nerves” 
or the occupations that occasion 
nerves is easily to be seen. The value 
of the regular gymnasium work is 
not overlooked, however, and_ the 
gymnastic dancing will only be a fea- 
ture.

Marietta Street in Atlanta’s Earliest History W: as the 


Chief Business Thoroughfare and On It Was 


Built the First Residences of the 


Leading Citizens.

Marietta street was among Atlanta's 
first public thoroughfares. Wavy 
back 1847, when the city was a 
village, the first stor€s were 
built on Marietta street between: what 
known as Broad and Spring

On this street were also erected the 
first good residences and just after 
the war Marietta and Walton street 
were the fashionable streets for 
homes. 

The reason the street is so wide be- 
tween Broad and Spring street is be- 
cause it was first laid off as a sort of 
public square and along where the 
Grady monument is now located there 
used to be hitching posts and racks 
for feeding stock. 

In 1877, the time when the above 
picture was made, Marietta street was 
regarded as a great and thriving busi- 
ness thoreughfare. 

The scene is looking west and it 
shows Marietta street from a point 
about midway between Peachtree and 
Broad street and as far out as Bartow 
street. 

On the left or south sidé of the 
street there was the Grant building, 
which is soon to be torn down to give 
way to the eighteen-story Third Na- 
tional bank building. 

On the same side of the street was 
Pause’s restaurant, Folsom’s reading 
room and the state capitol, which was 
destroyed by fire. 

The first cross street shown 
is North Broad., The

Further down on the same side of 
the street were several small build- 
ings, which have been torn down and 
handsome stores erected in their stead. 

Still further down were several old- 
time residences. 

On the right can be seen, in the 
distance, the old Westmoreland home 
that stood on the site now occupied 
by the gas and electric building. 

DeGive’s opera house was built on 
the block between Broad and Forsyth 
Streets in 1875. It is now the Bijou. 

On the right of the picture can be 
seen a small shed across from the 
building with the furniture sign. The 
shed was in front of a building only 
twenty feet wide, and the site became 
a part of that occupied by the Empire 
building. 

First Telephone Building. 

The building with the furniture 
sign is still standing gust as it was 
in 1877. It was the first telephoge 
building in the city and was used by 
the Bel! Telephone Company until the 
present headquarters were erected on 
Pryor street. 

It is stated that when the Fitten 
building was erected on Marietta 
street that not a drop of rain fell in 
Atlanta during the whole time the 
construction was going on. 

The car track shown in the picture 
was for a horse car line that ran from 
Peachtree street to a point about two 
miles from the city. 

In 1877 the street was paved with 
rubble. Later it was repaved with 
belgian blocks, and it will soon be 
again repaved with wood block. 

The street was named from the 
town of Marietta because it was the 
beginning of the country road that 
led to that place.

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(Copyright, 1909. by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Peking. 1909.—-(Special 
ence.)—T write of the greatest in- 
teljectua] movement of all time. This 
nation of four hundred millions Is 
starting to school, and thousands of 
teachers are already at work, begin- 
ning to instruct it along 
civilization. he movement was start- 
ed by the great empréees dowager at 
the advice of Yuan Shin Kai, Chang 
Chi Tung and other progressive states- 
men. By an imperia] edict, the old 
system of examinations, 
China bes been working for centuries.

was wiped off the slate and the newe 


education begun. Now there are col- 
modern schools in the 
cities. A government departmeni of 
efucation has been instituted. and over 
{t is one of the great Iimperia] boards. 
™n the schoolsetaoin etaci etaoi nnn 
In the new constitution which 
was issued last year, a system of com- 
mon schools was provided, and com- 
pulsory education’ along medern lines 
will be instituted at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. By that constitution 
China wil] have its parliament within 
eight years from now, and then the 
work of training the people for self- 
government is to go on by fixed steps 
from year to year. 

The lines of the development of the 
new education have been carefully laid 
out. The composition of text books be- 
gen in !908, and a large number of 
these will be published this year. In 
1910 schools for easy learning will be 
further extended over. the empire, and 
by 1912 they will be in all the villages 
and market towns. The work will go 
steadily on, and in 1916 one Chinese in 
every twenty will be able to read and 
write, and will have received some edu- 
cation in our modern civilization. 

An Army of Scholars. 

One in twenty! Five per cent. It 
seems small, but it bulks large. Five 
per cent of these people means twenty 
millions, and this will be the education- 
al army with which China willl start 
on its carrer under the new-constitution 
At present not one in a hundred Chinese 
can read the simplest characters of his 
language. and it i¢ safe to say that not 
more than one in five hundred has an 
education along the old lines so advanc- 
ed as that of our grammar schools. 
All this ig to be changed, and by the 
next generation it is safe to say that 
the majority of the people will have 
gone to school. 

I came here from Japan. It is now 
thirty years since that country began 
a constitutional movement like this 
which ig now being inaugurated here. 
I doubt whether education was more 
advanced there at that time than In 
China now. Today every bog and girl 
in the Japanese empire Is receiving 
more or less education, and more than 
one-tenth of the whole nation is go- 
ing to school. No one who has not 
seen the educational awakening of the 
land of -the Mikado ..can.. appreciate 
what such movements mean. Here in 
China they will be multiplied many 
fold by the character of the race and 
its vast population. 

China’s New Schools. 

This movement is full underway. If 
found Manchuria stirred up over it, 
and attended schools of various kinds 
{in the citv of Mukden. It is going on 
in Mongolia and along the borders of 
Thibet and awav down south on the 
edges of Indo-China. Every governor 
pushing it. and every cftx is or- 
@anizing new schools as fast as it can. 
In Fuchow there are thirty native 
echools of foreign tinstruction, also a 
normal schoo}, a high schoo! and a mil- 
itary That citv has a police 
training school, a medical school and 
a large number of private schools. 
Tientsin has all sorts of educational 
institutions, from kindergartens to col-

China ts establishing industrial 
schools where the use of modern ma- 
chinery is taught, and where the boys 
learn mechanical trades. There are 
several here at the capital, and some 
are for Tartars alone. The Chinese 
city has an industrial institute under 
its board of~commerce, which cost 
100,000 taeis to erect. It was started 
two vears ago, and it is now in -full 
swing with 500 students at work. This 
school teaches twelve industries and it 
a course of three vears. .In ad- 


| dition to this there are seven other 


, 
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industrial schools in Peking and the 


leges in every provincial capital and ' Manchus are starting some in the Tar- 


tar city. 

During my stay at Tientsin I visited 
an industrial school, established by 
Yuan Shih Kai when he was- viceroy 
there. It has about $00 students, who 
are learning weaving. sewing, em- 
broidery, porcelain making and to be 
carpenters, woodworkers and design- 
ers. In the weaving. room there were 
forty or fiftv hand and foot looms 
operated by Chinese boys. The work 
was well done, and they made beauti- 
ful cloth. Another room was devoted 
to match manufacture and others to 
fine china and glass ware. Those bovs 
are receiving ten cents a day during 
their instruction, and this is enough 
for their board and clothes. Thev 
have engaged to work for the gov- 
ernment for several years after their 
graduation. and they wil] then go out 
to establish industries at their va- 
rious homes. Such schools are being 
started in every part of the émptre. 

Some Schools of Peking. 

Peking is not so far advanced as 
Tientsin in the pushing of the new ed- 
ucation. Still it has more than two 
hundred new schools, and over twent- 
thousand children and young men are 
working away in government institu- 
tions. The schools begin with kinder- 
gartens, Which may be attended by 
children from the ages of three up to 
seven. At the latter age they enter 
the second grade primary schools, 
where a five-year course is taken, and 
then the first grade primary for a four- 
year course. In these schools they are 
taught the reading and writing of the 
Chinese characters and they begin 
arithmetic, history and geography. In 
the first stages of their instructions 
the children study out loud, but instead 
of sitting on the floor and swaying 
back and forth, each shouting for him- 
self, as in the past, they now sit on 
benches and read together with one 
of them a@ their leader, 

After the primary is passed, the stu- 
dents enter the grammar or interme- 
diate grades. Here they study Chinese 
foreign languages, mathematics, geo- 
graphy and history, and also the natu- 
ral sciences, ethics and drawing. In 
some schools there are courses in law 
and political economy. The most of 
these. schools,. are, as yet, ot far.ad- 
vanced; but there are something Hke 
ten thousand students attending them 
in Peking Alone, and of them, four or 
five thousand are Manchus. The Man- 
chus have a Nobles’ school for the sons 
of high officials who are being pre- 
pared for further education abroad. 
This school has now two hundred stu-. 
dents. 

As to the middle or second zrade| 
primary schools, they are being estab- 
lished by the thousands.’ Dr. C. D. 
Tennery, who organized the middle 
schools of this province several years 
ago, then instituted over twenty-seven 
hundred, with something like eighty- 
six thousand students, and there are 
probably one-third more than _ that 
number today. This was for the prov- 
ince of Pechil#i, in which Peking is 
situated. A similar work is being 
more gradually done in each of the 
other twenty-odd provinces of the 
Chinese empire. 

High schools and normal schools are 
now to be found everywhere. Accord- 
ing to the regulation every “town and 
city has to maintain one, and every 
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school of the first grade. These schools 
are all equipped with chemical, physi- 
cal and botanical laboratories, and in 
some of the cities, such as Tientsin, 


ing in foreign schools are largely at- 
tended by those who wish to fit them- 
selves for work along the lines of the 
new development. 
Chinese Students Abroad. 

Many such went to Japan at,the time 
the movement was started, stayed there 
‘a year or so and have come back to 
take their places in the new education. 
During my stay in Tokio last year I 
found, something like 5,000 Chinese 
students in the colleges there, some in 
the teachers’ training schools and oth- 
ers in the. military and _ technical 
schools and in thé schools for railway 
engineering. Not a few were studying 
law and medicine, and some politics, 
economics, history, and they were 
largely made up of men who had stood 
high in the classes and who expected to 
come back to China to teach. 

I am told that thousands of the “lit- 
eral’ went to Japan at the time it was 
decided by the government to open up 
China to the new education, and that 
especially because the government had 
said that it would give.the preference 


| provincial capital must have a normalsto literary graduates, who had such in- 


there are alao teachers’ museums where, 
models and books describing the teach- 


struction in the selection of its teach- 
ers for its new schools. On thf ac- 
count 10,000 were there at once and 
enrolled themselves. The most of them 
stayed- less -than-six months and: then 
Came back to teach. Nearly all have 
received appointments and are now 
acting as professors. They are not 
fitted for the higher branches of mod- 
ern Instruction; byt, they believe in the 
new education, and by this action of 
the government have been made its 
supporters instead of its enemies, as 
they probably would have been had 
they not been given the chance to 
teach. 

The Higher Schools of Pcking. 

During my stay here in Peking I 
have visited many of the higher 
schools and colleges This city has its 
law schools, government and medical 
schools. One of the law schools was 
founded by Wu-Ting-Fang two years 
ago, and it now has 800 students. It 
teaches law and government as well as 
political science, and one may see 500 
students there at some of the lectures. 

There is also a language school of 
high grade where Chinese boys are 
prapared for the foreign office and 


for the diplomatic service abroad. This 
school already has 300 students. It is 


| 


open to any who can pass the entrance 


examinations and give certificates of 
good character. In addition to the 
modern, languages, the school gives a 
good academic education along foreign 
lines. Every béy ts required to take at 
least one foréign language. He may 
choose either English, French, German 
or Russian. English-is now the most 
popular and about eighty students 
are stdying it. French ranks next, 
and then German, after them Rus- 
Sian and Japanese. 

I visited this school yesterday. It 
is within the walls of the imperial city 
and not far from the Forbidden city 
in which the emperor lives. I had to 
gO a mile or so around the wall before 
I reached the gate of the compound 
where the college buildings are locat- 
ed. They are of modern style, and one 
of and two stories. The material is 
gray brick with doors and balconies 
of wood. The latter are painted bright 
blue, making the buildings look gaudy. 

The schoo! has a campus, drill 
ground, and a large examination hall 
where the students” sit at tables un- 
der the eyes of their instructors and 
write their essays and answers to the 
test questions. The examinations usu- 
ally last about three days. Upon fin- 
ishing his paper, each student writes 


his name on a corner in such a place 
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that it can be rolled up and sealed. The 
paper is then nuntbered and the judges 
must pass upon it without knowing to 
whom it belongs. Only after the de- 
cision is made is the name unsealed. 
Turning China Upside Down. 

As I went through the classrooms of 
this academy I saw many of the things 
that are now turning China upside 
down. Every schoolroom had maps 
showing that the. world is round and 
not flat or square. On the walls hung 
maps of the various. continents, and 
some represented China in its proper 
scale in Asia. These maps are a con- 
stant reminder of the big world away 
from home. They are in strange con- 
tradiction to the plans of the world 
which the Chinese used only a few years 
ago. The latter represented a vast 
space devoted to China, with a few 
patches around the edges. These were 
the lands of the barbarians, and com- 
prised alf:iof the world that belonged 
to the rest of mankind. lin one class- 
room I saw a large wall map of the 
United States, with Boston, St. Louis, 
New York and Chicago printed in type 
half an inch long, and in other rooms 
were mineral maps and others illustrat- 
ing physical geography. I heard a 
lecture on ethics delivered in Chinese 
by a celestial professor, and sew about 
thirty-two boys practicing’ mathemat- 
ical: drawing. In--the latter rooni- I 
asked one of the boyg if he understood 
English. He replied: 

“Only a little.”’ but added that he was 
studying German. fF then addressed 
him in German, and found that he could 
speak the language better than I could. 

I examined the dormitories to see 
how the boys live. There are six stud- 
ents. to every room of about 15 feet 
square. The beds are single, and are 
arranged against the walls at the two 
ends of the room. In the center is the 
study table, and about stand the boxes 
where the young men keep their 
clothes. There is no privacy. and an 
American boy could hardly study in 
such surroundings. Still, the rate for 
tuition and board is all told less than 
$3 a month, and many of the students 
who have scholarships are charged only 
for their food. The boys work hard 
and iearn easily. 

Im the Peking University. 


From this language academy, in 


company with Dr. Tenney, the Chinese 


legation, I went to 
the Imperial University of Peking. 
This is also in the imperial city not 
far from Coal Hill, in which the em-

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peror was temporarily buried a few 
months ago. The buildings are alta- 
gether Chimese. They are low. one- 
story structures running around paved 
courts. The walls have large windows 
of a beautiful lace work of wood. 
paper, and the 
heavy tiled roofs so overhang that 
€ach court has a promenade round it, 
reminding one of the quadrangles at 
Oxford. There are many courts and 
many buildings. and the whole has a 
college atmosphere quite equal. to 
Primceton, Cornell, Harvard or Yale. 

I was especially interested in the 
library, with its thousands of old 
Chinese vrolumes. now mixed with a 
sparse and scattered collection of 
books in English, French. German and 
Russian. The Chinese books are oan 
fine tissue paper. printed In characters 
like those one sees on the tea boxes. 
The most of them are bound in paper 
or cardboard, and some of the works 
comprise many warts. There i{s an 
encyclopedia. for instance. which close- 
ly fills a set of shelves twelve feet in 
height and thirty feet long. It con- 
tains oyer 5.000 volumes and has per- 
haps 2,000,000 pages. It was printed 
from blocks within the past five years 
and each of its characters had to be 
specially cut. These characters mugs! 
run high into the millions. 

This book is only one of about nine 
encyclopedias which are now in use in 
China. The most of them are eaualliv 
voluminous, and al! are largely based 
on the great encyclopedia written dur- 
ing one of the first Ming emperors. 
That work contained 22,937 books: it 
took 22,000 scholars to write it and re- 
quired sixty volumes for its table of 
contents. It was never printed, but I! 
understand that the manuscript is stil! 
in existence. 

In looking at the new encyclopedie 
fF asked one of the professors if it 
was revised from vear to year and 
kept up to date. He replied that It 
was not, but that extra volumes were 
added from time to time recording the 
changes. I doubt seriously if the work 
is of anv value: it will probably soon 
be consigned to the archives of the 
old Chinese past. 

The Peking University is the same 
institution which was founded years 
ago under Dr. W. P. Martin. It was 
reorganized after the Boxer rebellion, 
and it is now teaching the modern 
languages and sciences, through Japa- 
nese and European professors, and the 
old Chinese literature through Chinese. 
It is not a university in our sense of 
the word, but its courses will be add- 


ed to from now on, and it May some 


become one. 
College Athletics and Sports. 

While at this university I saw the 
students go through their regular af- 
ternoon drill. Every boy carried a 
gun of the most modern make and the 
companies marched like veterans. sol- 
diers. And still they seemed odd. They 
wore’ blue uniforms wtih low crowned, 
broad-brimmed hats of sky blue felt. 
The hats looked as though they came 
from a millinery store, and as the 
boys wheeled about and showed their 
long braided queues, they made me 
think of girls dressed in boys’ cloth- 
ing. 

Nevertheless, they marched well and 
are learning to shoot. I saw a similar 
drill at the language school, and tn 
the schools everywhere a constant mil- 
itary training is now required by the 
government. This so even in the 
primary grades, and the result will be 
that the new education will make the 
Chinese a nation of soldiers. 

It will also give the boys physical 
development. Athletic sports are now 
popular in all of the schools. Everv 
playgrou has its gymnasium, and the 
students play basebali, fovotball and 
cricket There are college meets, over 
which high officials preside, and the 
spectators go wild over the 100-vard 
dash, the pole vault, and the broad 
jump. Not long ago 8,000 competitors 
entered in an athletic meet at Canton, 
and at one in Hankow, Chang Chi 
Tung. a grand councilor of the emptre 
and its most famous scholar along the 
old lines, awarded the prizes. Truly 
strange things are now going on in this 
old Chinese empire.

When Dr. Thompson Left Decatur. 


When Dr. Thompson left this house 
now occupied by Colopel Morrison, he 
established a hotel on a part of the 
sround where the Kimbal!] now re- 
sides—this was a two-story brick and 
quite a big thing for Atlanta at that 
time. The doctor carried away from 
Decatur a negro as waiter in his ho- 
tel, who performed A. feat never 
matched in Georgia for speed and en- 
durance. The negro’s master lived tn 
Stone Mountain, full sixteen miles 
from the Thompson hotel. The negro 
performed his duties and went to bed 
as usual, but he did not remain in bed. 
He arose, footed it to the mountain. 
killed his master, and was back in 
bed as usual at the break of day— 
a distance of 32 miles, going and com- 
ing. If he had kept his mouth. there 
would never have been a _ suspicion 
against him. There was no telegraph 
then to the mountain; all the news 
came by the Georgia train. but this 
negro iet his tongue slip and told of 
the murder of old man Graham, his 
master’s name, before the Georgia 
train had arrived. This put suspicion 
on him and on being arrested he con- 
fessed and told the -whole story and 
was hanged here at Decatur. 


Mr. Grabam'’s Misfortune. 


Graham was the builder of the twa 
great pyramid pillars that ornamented 
the front of the old courthouse. He 
had finished these pillars and all the 
Sranite work, save to fit a big rock 
as the floor af the platform at the head 
of the stairs. In blasting for this last 
rock, his eyes were blown out and left 
him totally blind. When he was well 
enough, strange to tell, though blind.

negro whom he had hired out to Pr. 
Thompson and wasthe murderer of his 
master, was an investment by § Mr. 
Graham for speculative purposes. Long 
after Graham became blind, he would 
visit this old courthouse occasionally 
and hug these pillars and ery for 
hours at a time—it was the tast labor 
of his liife—the last-time he saw the 
light.

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| HOUSE STAFF OF GRADY HOSPITAL 


KEPT ON RUSH ALL HOURS OF DAY 


By Rebert 8. Quinn. 

There tis probably no class of city 
efficials who labor more faithfully or 
efficiently for the welfare of the citi- 
sens of Atlanta than those physicians 
who compose the house staff of Grady 


hospital. 

A visitor to the hospital at any time 
during the day would find each mem- 
ber of the house staff busily engaged 
tn performing his respective duties in 
caring for the sick, and not infre- 
quently the members of the staff are 
kept up all night long after doing the 
work of the day when an emergency 
operation is to be performed. 

In addition to an average of 136 
patients who are inmates in the hos- 
pital constantly, there are from fifty 
to seventy-five sick and wounded citi- 
zens who attend the out-door clinic 
each day to receive treatment. Each 
patient is always given careful and 
undivided attention. 

Perhaps the busiest day for the hos- 
pital physicians !s on Saturday night, 
when the operating rooms are crowded 
with those who have been cut, 
stabbed and shot, it. not being infre- 
quently the case when from eight to 
ten patients, bleeding from wounds, 
are having their wounds sutured and 
dressed simultaneously by the differ- 
@nt members of the house staff. 

In addition to accident cases, the 
ambulance surgeon is not infrequent- 
ly called in the middle of the night to 
a polsoning case, where a patient has 
accidentally or purposely taken poison. 
To save the life of the patient the 
surgeon, with his assistangs, works all 
night long, @nd on the next day must 
continue his duties just as if he had 
had a good night's sleep. 

At all houre of the night the house 
surgeon and house physician are awak- 
ened from their slumbers to read re- 
ports as to the condition of the pa- 
tients from the different wards, and at 
no time while in the hospital is a 
member of the house staff “off duty,” 
but at all times may Pe called upon to 
render any service tn his power to re- 
HMeve the pain of the sufferimg and to 
render assistance to those who need 
his help. 

To one who its not familiar with the 
conditions at Grady hospital, it would 
be surprising to know the tmmense 
amount of work which is being carried 
en by the house staff, whose mem %:rs 
are recognized to be among the most 


faithful and efficient set of physicians! 


ever connected with the hospital. 
Personne! of House Staff. 
The house staff of Grady hospital, 
whose photos The Constitution pre- 
senta, is composed of nine young 


physicians, eight of whom are gradu- 
ates of the Atlanta College of Physici- 
ans and Surgeons, and one of the At- 
lanta School] of Medicine. All of these 
physicians took high stands in their 
classes while in college and won their 
positions at Grady over a large number 
of applicants by competitive examina- 
tion. 

Six of the nine members of the staff 
are from Georgia, one being from 
Virginia, and one from Alabama, and 
one from Mississippi. 

Of the nine members of the staff eight 
are members of the X. Z. X. Medical 
Fraternity. Four of the physicians on 
the completion of their hospital course, 
will practice in Atlanta. 

Dr. J. M. Barfield, the present house- 
physician, received his literary educa- 
tion at the University of Alabama, and 
aan graduated from the Atlanta Col- 
j lege of Physicians and Surgeons sever- 
al years ago.

bors Congress, Writes to Georgia Women. 


Woman evinces her concern vitally 
in national and state welfare .today 
by another organization which has for 
its object the preservation and develop- 
ments.of forests and waterways, and is 


Rivers and Harbors Congress. 

The order was -perfected in Shreve- 
port, La: June 29, 1908, with seven 
members, and since that date, with un- 
precedenteq popularity, it has exceed- 
ed today twenty-two thousand. 

Mrs. Hoyle Tomkies, Shreveport, 
La., is president of the body of ear- 
nest women, and, besides her execu- 
tive board, she is ably assisted in the 
conduct of this all-important work by 
a vice president in each state. 

To the competent hands and splen- 
did executive ability of Mrs. Nathaniel 
B. Harrison, of Savannah, has the 
Georgia vice presidency been assigned. 
In a circular letter, Mrs. Harrison thus 
addresses herself to her “charge:” 

“The Woman's National Rivers aid 
Harbors. Congress was organized in 
Shreveport, La., June 29, 1908, with 
seven members, growing in one.year 
to a strength of more than twehty- 
two thousand because of the impor- 
tance of the cause which it is pro- 


spirited citizens. 

* “The object of the organization is to 
secure for this proud nation the con- 
servation of all its natural resources, 
and particularly the preservation and 
development of its two greatest, i. e., 
waterways and forests. ‘No forests, no 
rivers.’ 

“This organization at its first con- 
vention at Washington, D. C., Decem- 
ber t!, 1908, indorsed the bill of the 
National Rivers and Harbors Congress 
for an annual appropriation from the 
government of $50,000,006 for ten years 


for waterway improvements, instead of 


the present wasteful policy of appro- 
priating small bi-ennial or tri-ennial 
sums for this purpose. 

“It has been estimated that such 
appropriation will place and maintain 
in navigable condition all meritorious 
waterways of our country, and it has 
been shown by the National Conserva- 
tion Commission that the annual sav- 
ing to the country from this expendi- 
ture would be as follows: 


In transportation ... .-$250,000,000 
In flood damage .. 150,000,000 
In forest fires.. : 000,01" 
In cheapened power.. .. vu 
In soil for farm production. 500,000,000 


“A total saving of one billion dol- 
lars. 

‘Truly it may be said of the United 
States, ‘He. hath not dealt so with any 
nation” for the wealth of her natural 
resources, 

“Like a family suddenly acqufring 
great wealth without the developed 
judgment necessary to use it wisely, 
the people of this country have wasted 
and recklessly squandered their re- 
sources, and {t now behooves them to 
consider and conserve. 

“The Woman's National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress is having cons¢erva- 
tion taught In the public schools. 

“It is urging to membership, irre- 
spective of sex, all who desire a bet- 
ter, more prosperous and provident 
nation, using its resources as a herit- 
age in trust, thus bequeathing to pos- 
terity its rightful inheritance of na- 
ture’s wealth. 

‘Dues are, for individuals, $l 
annum: firms, $3; organizations and 
corporations up to 500 members of $3; 
over 500 members, $5. Funds to be 
used exclusively for office work and 
distribution of literature.

‘SHORTAGE OF RUBBER 
: WORRIES AUTO MEN 


General Advances in the Price 
of Tires nas Re- 
sulted. 


Akron, Ohio, October 2.—A shortage 
of rubber throughout the world is cre- 
ating an alarming condition in the au- 
tomubile industry, especially in the 

ire manufacturing branch. Two gen- 
éral advances in tire prices have been 
‘made within the past eighty days. To- 
day an ounce of rubber, when washed 
and prepared for manufacturing, Is 
wérth one-third .as much as an vunce 
of pure sfiver, and the price continues 
to advance, 

In February, 1908, Para rubber gum 
sold us low as 67 cents a pound. Since 
that time it has been steadily advanc- |. 
ing through the influence ot renewed | 
business demand and the efforts of the 
rubber gathering syndicates, until it 
has reached the record price of $2.15 
per pound, with very little to be had 
even at that figure. 

The present shortage is partly at- 
tributed to the demand from tire mak- 
ers Whose cutput this-yéar amounts 
to hearly $30,000,000, with a probable 
productlon of $50,000,000 next year. 
Rubber tires now lead all other man- 
ufactured articles in the consumption 
of the best rubber gum,

Before entering the race, the car had' 
a muleage of 3,500 to its credit, so 
that up to the time of its arrival in 
Detroit it had covered the stupendous 
total of 13,400 miles. 

In the race the winning Ford aver- 
aged 200 miles per day; and was first 
into twenty-seven of the thirty check. 
ing stations. Its lightest competi.or 
we.ghed five times as much, was 
manned by a crew of feur, and had a 
rated speed of 70 miles an hour. The 
Ford car won not only the main prize— 
the $3,500 Guggenheim trophy cup—but 
Smith and Scott took down the $100 
cash purse offered by the citizens of 
Boise, Idaho, to the first. competing 
car to arrive, and Scott secured the sil- 
ver trophy offered by the Western Mo. 
tor Company to the first car to enter 
the state of Washington, In addition 
the Ford crew also captured the $2,000 
in gold put up by the Seattle Auto 
Club. 

A remarkable feature of the long 
hard run west was that the front tires 
on the winning car were not changed— 
nor the air in them renewed—between 
New York and Seattle. 

Returning the trip is fully as note- 
worthy as the run west by reason of 
the difficulties encountered and sur- 
mounted. The car left Seattle July 9 
for San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Southern California via Portland and 
Salem, Ore. The great Death Valley in 
lower California was crossed at night 
to escape the terrific heat of the day 
in a region where the coolest shade is 
120 degrees hot. Rain fel a'most in- 
cessantly between Utah and Chicago.

1 per cent have been benefited in the 
least. Now, don’t understand me as 
condemning this treatment. It is good 
for a certain condition, but the ten- 
dency’ has been to use it in every 
case where the doctor did not know 
what else to do. In :sonsequence, it 
has, in reality, done more harm than 
good. 'g 

Exactness in diagnosis, followed by 
exact and definite methods, will near- 
ly: always produce effective results, 
where running after fads will event- 
ually wreck the patient's health, and

I intended, when I began this ar- 
ticle, to have something to say on the 
important part played by prostatic

Caverns Being Utilized. 

There are several natural. caverns 
and disused mines in the United States, 
and some of them are being used for 
this great industry; most of them, 
however, are too far from large ‘cities 
to warrant the outlay. Much has been 
written, and many plans offered, to 
serve the purpose in lieu of natural 
facilities in this direction; but, with 
few exceptions, artificial subterranean 
passages which would give the essen- 
tials. have neither been talked of or 
used to any extent.

The horse breeder or the dog fancier is more careful to preserve the 
records of stables and kennel than Atlanta is to keep statistical records of 
priceless human beings. 

Just why it should be thought that the official record of the birtn, 
parentage, nationality and color of a human being is of less consequence 
than that of the lower animals is hard to understand. 

That-such is the amazing and inexcusable fact, no Atlantan or Geor- 
gian will deny. 

In the larger cities of Georgia statistics of death are kept simply be- 
cause there is no alternative—it is a condition precedent to burial. But 
outside of the cities men are born and die and no official notice is taken 
of it by the health authorities. . 

Even in the cities—growing, thriving, populous cities like Atlanta—com- 
plete records of births are not kept. The result is to making a damaging 
and inexcusably poor health showing before the world. Deaths apparently 
exceed births in number.

Figures are figures, and statistics that are not reliable are worse than 
none at all. The remedy for this situation must be found and applied. 

A practical state law that will aid in securing the collection of this 
data i: the cities where it is indifferently done, and in the country where 
it is not done at all, is emergently needed. Such a bill by Dr. Hardman, 
of Jackson county, was introduced at the last session of the general assem- 
bly. It should be taken up next summer, perfected and passed. 

So far as Atlanta is concerned, a few fines against physicians, accouchers 


and midwives, or parents, who are so indifferent Boa careless as to negiect 
making the legal returns to the health office, would have a salutary effect. 

A fine of from $10 to $100, which the municipal ordinance provides for, 
might prove a helpful reminder of the importance of this matter. 

We publish today a communication and a news article which contain 
food for earnest reflection. They show that Atlanta and those whose duty 
it is to guard the health of thé city are guilty of carelessness so gross 
as to amount to criminal neglect. 

The people should insist upon greater alertness in this field, and should 
coopeate as far as possible by insisting'that required reports are made tu 
the proper : uthorities.

THE DOUBTFUL FUTURE OF MERE MAN. 


Two recent developments come as cumulative evidence of the tact 
that “mere man” is standing upon the brink of a chasm, while back of him 
is a hand ready to push him over into the abyss of oblivion. 

The boycott and the summary court-martial, followed by the grim sunrise 
work of a fifle squad, are the latest weapons suggested for dealing with 
this “blaster” of feminine happiness. 

The first comes from.Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, who, in an interview 1n 
Pearson’s Magazine for October, threatens the boycott unlegs woman 18 
given the ballot. The present suffrage movement, she declares, is only a 
preliminary skirmish to the great battle of the future, when “women wil! 
band themselves together, dese~t the hemes and the needs of men, boycott 
the churches and the hospitals, and never surrender until placed on an abso- 
lutely equal footing with their present masters.” 

Suggesting even the likelihood of bloodshed, Mrs. Belmont says, possi- 
bly in the next generation the women of America will issue this ultimatum 


to the men: 


Until you give us the ballot we will not marry you; we will not work | 
in your places of business; we will have nothing to do with you. socially, 


industrially—any way. 

Woman's nature enables her to get along better without man than man 
can get along without woman. She could stand the strain long enough to 
bring him to her just terms. She suffers now only because she does not know 
her power. Let her use the means within her reach. Let her withdraw from 
the cuurch, the world’s greatest civilizing influence. The church cannot 


stand without her. 

Then let her walk out of the hospitals. Nursing is essentially woman‘s 
work. wet woman do all of these things and I ask you, aS a man, what would 
happen? . 


From the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union of Cincinnati comes 
the other dire suggestion that wife deserters should be summarily shot. 

In a meeting attended by some six hundred representative women, none 
of whom, it is said; are unhappily married, it was decided to write President 
Taft and ask him to urge a law putting wife deserters upon the same basis 
with deserters from.the army and navy, which would mean, at best, a lorg 
term of imprisonment and, in its ultimate enforcement, a little before-brcak- 
fast target practice in front of a six-foot hole in the ground. 

There is, perhaps, more to excite sympathy with the extreme to which 
the Cincinnati women are moved by conditions showing that 2,700 Cincin- 
nati husbands have deserted wives and families within a period of three 
months; though there are, now and then, instances which court records dis- 
close in which the unfortunate “head of the family,” so-called, appears 


justified. 
But there is, it would appear, a sort of inconsistency between the two 


suggestions. How, for example, could the Amazonian army of suffrage hope 
to recruit its ranks or the women of Cincinnati get the deserting husbands 
to shoot, iz? the prediction of Mrs. Belmont is fulfilled? 

We leave it up to the suggesters. 

In the meantime, they have given “mere man” something to think upon, 
and the question is, What is he going to do about it?

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AFTER ALL~J UST AMERICANS! 


President Taft may not have succeeded in placating the wold and woolly 
insurgents of the middle and far west; indeed, evidence accumulates that 
the revolt within the ranks of the republican party is stronger than ever, 
fanned by his candid utterances om the present tour. 

But one compensation stands out conspicuously, and that is the whole. 
hearted manner in which the president has everywhere been gree\ed, re- 
gardless of political or partisan divergence. 

Unpossessed of Mr. Roosevelt's curiously aggressive magnetism, Mr. Taft 
has still developed a democratic geniality and a pervasive personal charm 
the more effectual for the fact that it is palpably the product of tempera- 
ment and not affectation. 

His personality and the reverence with which his high office is regarded 
accounts partially for the spectacle, but the great underlying cause was in- 
dicated by Mr. Taft himself in his recent speech at North Yakima, Wash. 

It was here that the president expressed the conviction that we had at 
last achieved a common Americanism—ea national citizenship free of the 
insular prejudices and misunderstandings of sectionalism and political an- 
tagonisms. 

It is inevitable that the spirit will be increasingly manifest with the 
president’s further peregrinations, and especially as he invades southern soil 
for the second time since his inavguration. 

The south of today has recorded a marvelous advance over the south 
even of ten years ago. We no longer reckon brotherhood by geography. 
Ancient bitterness has resolved into comprehension and harmony. Mutual 
self-interest has largely obliterated a one-time rancor. The rabidness of 
political animosity has been ameliorated by the calmer and more intelligent 
survey of a broader day. 

We have learned that, after all, we are—just Americans. The president's 
continental pilgrimage is richly worth the price and energy, if it has done 
ucthing more than to newly establish that fact.

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WHY SINGLE OUT CONDUCTORS OF SOUTHERN ROADS? 


Why this sudden and current spasm of suspicion and espionage on con- 
ductors on railways in the south, so long as such rigid supervision is by no 
means the universal] custom throughout the country? 

The question is justified by the multiplying systems of safeguards sought 
to be imposed against peculations on part of the men in charge of trains 
on the railroads of the south. 

Some of the railroads have established a ‘ticket auditors’ system,’ 
whereby the auditor follows the conductor through-the train and checks up 
his transactions. Now there is talk of a “coupon system,” part of each ticket 
being a coupon which the passenger turns over to the auditor. Other meth- 
ods and variations of the two plans described, as well as the old “spotter 
plan, are coming increasingly into vogue in Georgia and other states of 
the south. 

Railroads here and there throughout the north may maintain similar 
systems, but so far as we have observed, it is far from being a nationai 
' practice, 

Why, then, should conductors on railroads in the south be singled ott 
for a demonstration of, chronic suspicion, different from those on other oY rail: 
roads? 

The men “pulling the bell cords” on large and little transportation lines 
in the south are as upright and as honorable as any other class of business 
or professional] men. As a matter of fact, the regular traveler of wide ex- 
perience knows that the employee on southern railroads is, as a broad rule, 
even more courteous and punctilious in the discharge of his duty to the 
compary and the public than his brother in the east and the west. 

Where, then, is the logic and the justice in singling out this class of 
men for a surveillance that can be construed in no other way than to im- 
peach their honesty in advance? Why is a conductor on a southern system 
any more frail or susceptible to temptation than a conductor on a northern 


jor an eastern or a western road? 


We understand, of course, that many of the finer distinctions are sub- 
merged when it comes to cold and impersonal business. But we do not see 
the consistcncy in arraigning the integrity, wholesale, of this class of 
business men in the south, and giving the same class elsewhere credit for 
re of honesty. 
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UNIFORM COTTON STANDARDS. | 


Nine grades of cotton, by which the grade of all the fleecy staple bought 
and sold in the United States is to be judged, have been prepared under the 
direction of the secretary of agriculture. 

It is difficult to overestimate the benefit to the whole cotton industry 
which will follow the adoption of these grades as the official standards. 

Under the constitution of the United States the government has the right 
to fix uniform standards of weights and measures. The protection to trade 
and industry through legal insistence upon the observance of these standards 
is vast. 

Every industry has its recognized standards, coexistent with the trade, 
except the cotton industry. Here caprice alcne prevails. 

The New York Cotton Exchange has, in time past, recognize twenty | 
or thirty grades—full grades, ‘half grades and quarter grades—the specula- 
tive value of which was considerable, but which no cotton classifier couiad 
ever distinguish in actual business if his life depended on it. 

Four grades above and four below middling cotton, which is the basis, 
furnish enough different standards to satisfy any honest man. 

This is what a committee of cotton experts have selected. The nine 
mahogany boxes containing these standards of cotton have been deposited 
by Secretary Wilson in safe deposit vaults in Washington. ‘ 

They should be guarded as carefully ag any other standards of weights 
or measures upon which the government has set its seal of official approval. 

An industry which in its initial movement causes $800,000,000 to annually 
change hands should have its standard recognized as official. 

if there is any legal way to compel the universal observance of these 
standards by every exchange and cotton merchant in the country, it shouia 
be done, for the protection of this vast industry which is the basis of a 
great part of the business of the country. 

The Farmers’ Union has rightly interested itself in an effort to have 
replicas of these cotton standards made available for the use of the cotton 
producers. 

An appropriaticn should be made by congress to nave sets of boxes con- 
taining thes: standards furnished to cotton associations, agricultural schoois 
and cotton exchanges. This will enable all who deal in cotton to study tlie 
officia] standards and know what they are. 

By the beginning of the next cotton season they should be — ac- 
cepted as the standards of the trade.

Cincinnati, October 2.—-With 206 
delegates, representing eighteen states, 
present, the b-qpnial convention of the 
National German-American  A'liance 
opened in the North Cincinnati Turner 
hall today. 

One of the principal slogans of the 
organization — anti-prohibition — was 
immediately sounded by the pres‘dent, 
Dr. C. J. Hexamar, of Philadelphia, in 
his annual address. He declar®@d that 
the alliance, with its 2.500,000 mem- 
bers, scattered over thirty-four stateg, 
would make itself fe't more than ever 
in the fight against all laws of a pro- 
!hibi‘ory nature in deal:ng with the 
liquor question. He cited as an ex- 
-ample the defeat of Governor Harris In 
Ohio as being due to the German- 
American voters. — 

President Hexamar asserted that two 
other main objects of the alliance are 
to secure the teaching of German in 
the public schools and to work fer 
the universal peace of the world.

NOT AFCISTERI 


Total of 1,861 Have Fail- 
ed to Comply With 
State Law. 


A total of 1,861 corporations doing 
business in Georgia have failed to 
comply with the state law which re- 
quires registration annually with the 
secretary of state, and the filing of 
certain information regarding their 


, character and amount of capital stock. 


Of these 1,697 are domestic and 164 
are foreign corporations. 
The total number of corporations 
which have complied with the law up 
to October 1 is 4,136, of which 3,397 
are domestic and 739 foreign. 
The distribution of the corporations 


which have not yet complied with the 


law is as follows: 

Atlanta, 425; Augusta, 79; Columbus, 
86: Macon, 84; Rome, 30; Savannah, 
103; all other places, $40. 

The time allowed al] corporations 
doing business in the state in: which 
to file their returns with Secretary 
of -State Philip Cook is until Novem-: 
ber 1, each year. Delinauents after | 
that datdé are subject to a penalty of! 
$50, and Secretary Cook announces 
that under the law it will be his duty 
to enforce this. 

Secretary Cook calls attention to the | 
fact that the business of his office is 
greatly increased during the latter? 
part of the year, and as the clerical 
force is limited it is difficult to cope 
with it. He expresBes the hope that 
all corporations will, therefore, be 
prompt in making their annual re- 
turns and save him the necessity of 
imposing the penalty.

Attorney General Gives 
Pointers on Registration. 


Replies to Important Queries 
From Tax Collector Stewart, 


and Shows That Each Voter. 


Must Take Oath and Register 
in Person. 


In reply to questions from Tax ° 
lector A. P. Stewart, of Fulton coun: 
Attorney General John C. Hart his 
clearly presented the requirements of 
the new registration law, and in 
manner which will be of Interest as 
well as importance to tax collectors 
and voters all over the state. 

Anticipating inquiries from other tax 
Coliectors along similar lines, Judge 
Hart has had his reply to Mr. Stewart 
Printed and will mail a copy to any 
tex collector desiring itt. 

But the information it contains is 
of equal value to citizens who desire 
to be posted as to just what they will 
have to do in order to qualify them- 
selves to vote. 

Attorney General Hart makes it clear 
just who is entitled to register and 
also that the voter has to appear in 
person, take the eath and sign his 
name in the voters’ book. 

The registration book must be open- 
ed by the tax collector at the time 
when he begins the collection of taxes, 
and it has to be closed six months prior 
to the general election of 1910, which 
‘will be held. under the law, on the 
first Wednesday in October. 

Requirements of the Law. 


Judge Hart's letter to Tax Collector 
Stewart is as follows:

Crown Prince Delighted to Be 
Passenger in the Aeroplane 
Ascent That Broke All Rec- 
ords for High Flying---Prince 
Gives a Handsome Souvenir 
to Wright. 


Potsdam, October 2.—Orvitle Wright, 
the American aviator, today broke his 
ti and all other records for high 
flying. He reached the unprecedented 
height of more than 1,600 feet, al- 
though an official measurement was 
not taken. 

He had a red letter day in a doubie 
sense in his experience as an aviator, 
taking up Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam a8 4 passenger and more than 
doubling the altitude record which he 
made recently over the same fie!d. 

The crown prince had been 
Stantly urging Wright, since he first 
saw the American fly, to take him up 
as a passenger. Wright evaded this 
responsibility while making flights at 
the Tempelhof field, owing to the un- 
favorable winds, but since the begin- 
ning of the flights at Bornstedt field, 
near Potsdam, the prince had been 
telephoning the aviator every morning 
asking him if he was ready to gratify 
hjs request. Wright finally consented 
today. 

Prince and Wright Ascend. 

The prince reached the fie'd at 4:20 
oclock in the afternoon without his 
adjutant. After drawing on his over- 
coat, at Wright's suggestion, to save! 
his untform from being bespattered 
with oil, the prince took his seat along- 
side the aviator and the machine rose 
in the air. Wrightrept tt°at a hefrht 
of about 20 teet for a brief period, but 
the crown prince exclaimed, “Higher. 
wigher.” Finally the aviator went up 
above 60 feet and the crowds heartily | 
cueered the prince, who waved hack} 
his acknowledgments. The aero- 
riane glided back to the starting point 
ten minutes later. 

The crown prince congratulated Mr. 
Wright on the easy and safe motion of 
‘ne acroplane and presented him with 
& souvenior of the occasion, a diamond 
eng ruby pin, composing the letter Ww 
2na crown. He watched the 
uviator make his high flight, which 
also Was viewed by a large multitude.

Wright Talks of Flight. 

Whe he returned to the earth 
Wright, speaking of his marvelous 
fiight, said: 

“{ never flew so high before. 

“No measurement was taken, but 1 
estimate that I reached an altitude of 
600 meters (1,637 feet). It ts difficult 
to guage he.ght, but I make the esti- 
mate from the time it took me from 
the starting point to the greatest alti- 
tude. ; 

“Immediately after rising I set the 
hejght rudder at the maximum and | 
kept climbing steadily for fifteen min- | 
utes until the field and adjacent coun- | 
try reminded me of the picture I ha: 
from Zeppelin's. airship, only things, 
seemed smaller. 

“The descent I made in five minutes. 
I came down at a simply terrific speed. 
The whole machine shook as it rushed 
through the air, but my sensations 
were just the same as in lower alti- 
tudes. The air was no colder and the 
wind resistance was no greater.” 


- Crown Prince Pleased. 


With regard to his passenger, 
crown prince, Mr. Wright said: 

“The prince did not say much more 
than ‘fine’ during the flight, but I was 
able to read his impressions from his 
face. I never took up a passenger 
who looked so pleased. He just smiled 
when we started, and he kep? smiling. 
J felt a great responsibility in having 
the future German emperor as a pas- 
senger, not that I mistrusted the ma- 
chine, but any little irregularity might 
Cause the peop'e anxiety. I stayed low 
at first, but the prince kept urging 
me to go higher.’

Portiand, Ore., October 2.—Carrying 
out a program which was arranged 
with especial reference to his comfort 
and convenience, and yet calculated to 
give the people of the entire city an 
opportunity to see him, President Taft 
spent what he declared to be one of 
the pleasantest days of his western 
trip in Portland today, 

One Untoward Incident. 

The day of the president's visit was 
one of cloudless skies and a summer 
sun. There was but one untoward in- 
cident—the arrest of a man who car- 
ried a camera, and in his efforts to 
get into the front rank of spectators 
just as the president was leaving his 
hotel, caused his apprehension by the 
police. When the man, who gave his 
name as Arthur G. Wright, was search- 
ed, a revolver amd an extra supply of 
ammunition wes found upon him. 

Wright tells a straightforward story. 
He states that he is a draftsman in the 
employ of EK. W. & F. Smith Iron Com- 
pany. of Roxbury, Mass., and that his 
nother lives In Billerica, Mass., and his 
father at Lowell, in the same state. 

Wright explained his possession of a 
special police badge by saying it was 
given him five years ago by Chief of 
Police Hosmer. Wright says he has 
been on a three months’ pleasure jaunt 
through the west. The police will hold 
him pending further examination Into 
his antecedents. 

Taft Reviews 20,000 Children. 

During the forenpon the president 
received from 20.000 school children a 
tribute which brought tears to his 
eyes. The boys and girls were banked 
in red, white and blue rows in the 
grandstand con Multnomah Flieid to 
form a “living flag.” 

This gorm of tribute has been of 
fered at other cities visited by Mr 
Taft on his trip, but at no other place 
approached the magnitude ot what 
proved to be the distinct feature of the 
day. 

The president entered tho field 
through a gate at the creM of the bill, 
and the view of the children bursting 
upon him all at once, called cut an 
expression of wonderment and delight. 
His entrance was the signal for en out- 
burst of cheering from the fresh young 
voices, which continued until Mr. Taft 
had taken the place arranged for him 
on a stand directly facing the “flag.”

The body of George 
Meadows was exhumed, and two bul- 
lets taken from it by Drs. Richardson 
and White. were almost identical in 
weight with the balls taken from 
shells belonging to the weapon: Little 
had borrowed. : 

Blood on Lantern. 

Little’s wife also turned over the 
lantern that he brought home with 
him that night, which showed file 
marks where he had fried to cut off 
the blood stains. He Was seen‘in the 
barn next morning folding papers 
across his knee, apparently counting 
money. and he gave $20 to a woman 
with whom he had planned to _ start 
for the west a few days after the 
murder was committed, with which 
to buy clothing and prepare for the 
train. Having done this, she return- 
ed $1.80 to Little, at which time she 
swears he threatened her life if she 
revealed any part of their secret. 

Requisition papers have been =  ap- 
plied for, and as s00n as they can be 
secured Little will be removed to 
Lebanon to await his trial. Threats of 
Iynching are freely made.

Pr, Wennedy stated that often when 
a phystic’'an is called in to attend a 
case of tyrphold fever, for instance, he 
not immediately diagnose it as 
typhoid. In fact, a week, or two 
weeks, may pass before he is 
vinced of the nature of the disease, 
Hv that time he-has become é6o inter- 
ested in the disease and in the volume 
of other professional duties he has 
forgotten all about the report required 
by the law. 

Records Exposed to Damage. 

Even the records which are kept at 
the office of the board of: health are 
constantly subjected to destruction by 
fire for want of proper factlities. There 
is but one emal!l office safe in the of- 
fice and this is totally inadequate to 
accommodate the several ponderous 
volumes of records on which the office 
force is constantly at work. Conse- 
quentiy they are s'mply piled up on 
the office safe, exposed to every chance 
passerby. <A dishonest porter, a per- 
son who might plot the destruction 
of any of the records, might easi!y 
make awdy with these tnvaluable rec- 
ords.

A Physician Sounds Alarm. 

Editor Constitution: For many 
years The Constitution has been lead- 
ing a most commendably aggressive 
campaign for the establishment of a 
better statistical system, not only in 
Atlanta, but throughout the state. 

As @ pfacticing physician well ac- 
quainted with the sttuation here in 
Atlanta, permit me to express the 
hope that you will not let up in your 
efforts along this line until the pub- 
lic has been awakened from its 
lethargy, and until at least something 
is accomplished better than we have 
today. ; 

As a physician, I know that there 
have been a large number of typhoid 
fever cases in Atlanta during the past 


few months, and I also know that, con-! 
trary to law, all of these cases have | 


not become a matter of record. 

I also know that a slipshod observ- 
ance of the law in reference to the 
record of birth statistics is presenting 
both the city and the state in the un- 
enviable attitude of having a larger 
death than birth rate. In Atlanta no 
burlal is permitted unless with the 
formality of the death 
Thua every death becomes a matter of 
record tn Atlanta. Every birth ought 
to be likewise recorded—but {t is not 
80. 

The average man will be very care- 
ful to record a $50 plece of property in 
order to protect his title, but he cares 
very little about the protection of the 
title of his child. In the old countries 
of Europe birth records can be traced 
back for 500 or more years and the 
birth of every child becomes an abso- 
lute statistical record. So much = so 
that no child is permitted to enter the 
public schools without a birth certifi- 
cate, nor is a marriage license issued 


without reference to birth certificate. &

ONLY 96 MILES MADE 

IN MARCH OF 9 DAYS 


In spite of what seemed like 
long marches, we had only ad- 
vanced 96 miles in nine days. 
Much of our hard work was lost 
in circuitous twists around 
troublesome pressure lines and 
high, irregular fields of very old 
ice. The drift ice was throw- 
ing up to the east with sufficient 
force to give us some anxiety, 
but with eyes closed to danger 
and hardships the double days of 
fatigue and glitter quickly fol- 
lowed-one another. 

The temperature, ranging be- 
tween 30 and 46 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit, kept persistently 
near the freezing point of mer- 
cury, and, though the heat of the 
perpetual sun gave light and col- 
or to the cheerless wastes we 
were net impressed with any ap- 
preciable sense of warmth: In- 
deed, the sunbeams seemed to 
make the frost of the air pierce 
with a more painful sting.

The observations of April gave 
latitude 87, degrees 20 minutes, longi- 
tude 95 minutes 19 seconds. The pack 
disturbance of BradJey Land was less 
and less noted in the northward move- 
ment. The fields became heavier, larger 
and less crevassed. Fewer troublesome 
old floes and less crushed new ice were 
encountered. With the improved con-

300 MILES OVER POLAR SEA t 
IN TWENTY-FOUR DAYS 

We had dragged ourselves 300 miles 
over the Polar sea in twenty-four days. 
Including delays and detours, this gave 
an average of nearly thirteen miles 
daily on an air line in our course. 
There remained an unknown line of 
160 miles before our ambitions could 
be satisfied. This same average ad- 
vance which we had made on the pack 
would take us to the Pole tn thirteen 
days. There was food and fuel enough 
to risk this adventure. 

With usual luck the prize seemed 
within grasp, but a prolonged storm, a 
deep snowfall or an active rack with 
open water would make our effort a 
failure. 

WATER WAS EXAMINED FOR LIFE 
AND THICKNESS OF ICE TAKEN 
In the diarv of the succeeding day’s 

doings there appear numerous tabula- 
tions of work and observations.

That announcement was responsible 
for’a further advance of 15 points. 
Then came the news that offtcials of 
the Paris bourse had finally rejected 
J. P. Morgan’s proposition to Ust 
steel. Instead of declining, however, 
the stock advanced another 10 points. 
Shortly afterwards the annual divi- 
dend rate was increased from to 3 
per cent and a new high record was 
established. Now, Wall street hears 
that at the quarterly meeting of dl- 
rectors to be held on October 26 te 
dividend is to be raised to 4, pos- 
sibly 6. * 

Extent of Rise in Steel, 

There are 5,000,000 shares of steel 
common outstanding; therefore a rise 
of each 10 points adds $50,000,000 to the 
market valuation of the stock. The 
extent of the rise in steel since the 
upward movement began in March is 
shown in the following table, giving 
the high and low price for each year 
since the United €tates Steel Corpora- 
tion started business, together with 
the dividends actually paid each year 
up to date.

The state- 
mest for those three months showed 
net earnings of $40,125,033, and on 
June 30; last, unfilled orders amounted 
to 4,057,939 tons, against 6,809,584 
tons in June of 1906. Moreover, for 
the whole of 1908 and half of 1909 up 
to June 30 not a dollar of current 
earnings were appropriated for spe- 
celal replacement and improvement 
funds, for additions to property or for 
the discharge of capital obligations.

Bank Statement. 

New York, October 2.—The state- 
ment of clearing house banks for the 
week shows that the banks hold §$4,- 
691,675 more than the requirements of 
the 25 per cent reserve rule.
